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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, 6-11, 16, 17 and 44-47 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claim 5, 12 and 13. Therefore, any 
and all rejections directed towards those claims are hereby withdrawn. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-11, 16, 17 and 44-47 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph is hereby withdrawn. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 10, 11, 17 and 44-47 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Eury et al. is hereby withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-11, 16 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hossainy et al. is hereby withdrawn. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a drug release system comprising a bulk polymer phase, a 
polymeric drug-enriched phase within the bulk polymer, wherein the bulk polymer is 
substantially or completely devoid of the drug. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
